be permitted to go on the market at 
all. 
T a e dishonest and poor fruit will 
be thrown into Chicago river and sent 
down the ship canal to feud the un- 
particular people of St. Louis

A NEW DISCOVERY. 


It is reported that the commission 
men of Chicago have discovered they 
cannot longer sell the fruit of Michigan 
farms on the margin of 10 per cent and 
that they will hereafter charge a com­ 
mission of 15 per cent. 


This announcement 
will 
not 
be 
hailed with delight by the growers, 
who for years have been living under 
the belief that there was more money 
in selling the fruit than in raising it, 
or in everyday expression, that the 
commission men were getting the big 
end of the proposition. 


Before the growers accept the new 
situation there is likely to be a war 
and the result may be that the bulk of 
the fruit raised in this section will be 
sold on the dock and the farmers will 
receive cash for their crop as it is de­ 
livered. 
This would be a much more 
satisfactory way in the end, after the 
people became accustomed to it. 
Only 
the choicest of the fruit would be ship­ 
ped and there would be a tield for an 
immense canning factory here to con­ 
sume the surplus for which there was 
no demand 


As it is now the surplus goes to Chi­ 
cago and is sold for less than the cost 
of the freight and the packages. 


A n early closing movement has been 
started in South Bend. 
All went well 
until tke grocers and the butchers were 
approached and they tlatly refused to 
close their 
tores 
evenings. 
When 
South 
Bend becomes 
as 
large and 
prosperous as Benton Harbor the mer­ 
chants will see the advantages of early 
closing. 
In places the size of South 
Bend it is necessary for merchants to 
work 18 hours a day to make the “ends 
m eet.”

could make money on a 10 per cent 
basis.

to wliicli so small an animaJ was ever sub­ 
jected in that locality. 
It is probably the 
only liare in ^lommout.li county, being a vis^ 
itor from tlie Caisld.l.li;. It has no mate of its 
own race, but, judging from tracks found 
in the snow, hunters s<iy it is not unlikely 
that the liare is a formidable rival of tlie 
smaller buck bunnies which made Solomon’s 
swamp tlieir iiome and fighting ground pre­ 
vious to his arrival.
